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NOTES: 

1. When the same vehicle has to cross the bridge more than once in a day, the user shall have 
the option to pay one and half times the above rates while crossing the bridge in the first trip 
itself or if the vehicle has to use the bridge continuously and quite frequently for entire 
month or even beyond that for much longer period, the vehicle owner can have a monthly 
pass on the payment of charges equal to 30 single rate applicable to it as specified in the 
Schedule above. 

2. Following types of vehicles are exempted from the fees specified in the schedule, namely:- 

(i) Defence vehicles, 

(ii) Vehicles with VIP symbols, 

(iii) Police Vehicles, 

(iv) Fire Fighting Vehicles, 

(v) Ambulances, 

(vi) , Funeral Vans, 

(vii) Post and Telegraphs Department Vehicles and 

(viii) Central and State Government Vehicles. 

3. The vehicles officially belonging to the following shall be deemed to be vehicles having 
VEP symbols, namely:- 

i) President of India, 

ii) Vice-President of India, 

iii) Central and State Minister, 

iv) Leader of Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha, State Legislature having 
the status of Cabinet Minister, 

v) Governors of States, 

vi) Lieutenant Governors of Union Territories, 

vii) Speakers or Chairman of Central and State Legislatures, 

viii) Executive Councilors of Local Elected Bodies, 

ix) Foreign dignitaries on State visit to India, 

x) Foreign Diplomats stationed in India using cars with Car Diplomatic (CD) 
symbols. 

4. The above mentioned rates shall be displayed on a board erected at conspicuous places in the 
vicinity of the bridge. The said M/s Ashoka Vastushilp Private Limited or its authorised 
legal representative shall give a receipt to the payer on each and every occasion of recovery 
of fee under this notification.
